ME O. - J.. FIRESTONE, ECO- 
nomic adviser to the Canadian 
Department of Trade and Commerce, 
is not a politician but a-non-partisan 
economic expert In. calculating 
Canada’s economic prospects he has 
no political axe to grind. He states 
the facts as he sees them. His con- 
clusions, therefore, are well worth 
considering 


In_a_recent address Mr. Firestone- 


examined the common assumption 
that Canada has been prosperous of 
late years because the national Gov- 
ernment is spending so much money. 
on defense. This, he says, is a fal- 
lacy. The nation’s growth.in the last 
quarter of a century, in his opinion, 
was “mainly population growth, ’in- 
creased industrial diversification, in- 
tensified resources development, new 
investment .opportunities, a broaden- 
ing and deepening of the consumer 
markets and expanding export ma 
kets.” In plainer terms, Canada has 
learned how to use its huge natural 
wealth. 


Canada is not dependent on de- 
fense spending, says Mr. Firestone, 
nother reason. This is a “young 
country y things remain to be 
done > still many years be- 
hind ‘in building all the transporta- 
tion, power and other utility facili- 
ties, the houses, con rcial‘and com- 
munity facilities required for a well- 
balanced and properly integrated 
economy with a predominantly urban 
character.” That is to say, rantic 
investment quite apart from arma- 
ments and other governmental cx- 
penditures are needed, and as they 
are made will continue .to stimulate 
business generally 


What, then, are the prospects for 


the next generation of Canadians? 
Mr. Firestone answers that Canada 
could have, by 1975, a population 
50 per cent higher than the present 
level, a working force three-fifths 
greater and a gross national produc- 
tion more than double the current 
figure of $24 billions. 

Mr. Firestohe’s forecast is not 
based on government spending but on 
muchlafger and more stable factors, 


mainly on the growth of the national | 


population. Our people, he says, ure 
increasing much more rapidly than 
in the twenties and thirties and 
“when the large number of postWar 
babies reach marriageable age in the 
late 1960's and early 1970's there is 
likely to be another spurt in’the birth 
rate and a house builditig 4nd urban 
development boom that will have no 
parallel in Canadian economic his- 
tory.” 


Mr. Firestone’s final conclusion is 
thus stated: “There is little indication 
that Canada is likely to have in the 
next quarter of a century period a 
depression as severe as that of the 
1930's 

All this confidence, of course, is 
based on the premise that the world 
will not be shattered again by war, 
that the world economy will be réas- 
onably managed and that Canada 
will follow sensible policies at home. 
No economist can judge these possi- 
bilities better than anybody else. But 
in calculable economic terms, without 
political overtones, one of our ahlest 
public servants tells us that our pros- 
pects are good—not because govern- 
ments are spending lavishly but be- 
cause the nation, after more than 
three centuries of struggle, is-really 
beginning at last to master its en- 
vironment 


A New Approach Is Needed 


F Sapir BY THE FRENCH NA- 
tional Assembly yesterday 
effectively killed the plan for a joint 
army under the European Defense 
Community 

Under the plan, western Europe 
would have been defended against 
Soviet aggression by an armed force 
to which France, Italy, West Ger- 
many, Belgium, the ' Netherlands 
and—Luxembourg would have con- 
tributed troops 

For three years France, wary of 
the provision which would have re- 
armed her traditional German 
enemy, had stalled ratification of 
the agreement, although the original 
proposal was French. German par- 
ticipation had been viewed by the 
United States and Britain—both firm 
supporters of the EDC plan—as 
essential to-its success. 

Tied in with EDC had been a 
parallel treaty which would return 
full sovereignty to West Germany 
Both the measures have been de- 
feated by the Assembly vote which 
choked off further discussion of the 
question 

Two problems thus still remain 
with the West: Construction of an 
effective defense for the nations con- 
cerned, and restoration of independ 
ence to West Germany 

France apparently recognizes 


that the Bonn republic will be -re- 
armed in one way or another. Pre- 
mier Mendes-France last week 
attempted unsuccessfully to persuade 
his prospective EDC partners to 
accept a watered-down. form of the 
agreement. He has hinted that other 
alternatives may be possible, for 
France would not wish to see re- 
armament come — perhaps through 
direct United States” action—with 
Paris having no say at all in the 
matter. 

Equally pressing is the need to 
bolster the Adenauer Government of 
West Germany. The Chancellor has 
been a strong advocate of EDC and 
has tied his administration firmly to 
the plan despite heavy opposition 
from his political opponents. For the 
scheme now to collapse puts him in 
a serious. position. from. which -he 
must be rescued by early Western 
action. 

What is obvious is that no tech- 
nicalities or political manoeuvring 
can long delay West Germany’s re- 
sumption of independence, or its re- 
armament It becomes a question 
of how these objectives st be 
accomplished whether with ithe 


democracies’ support and control, ot 


without them. Further delay imperils 
Western security and plays into the 
communists’ hands.

IE OLD DAYS OF THE 

shovel gang and the wheel bar- 
row brigade are but gentle memories 
in these times of modern road mak- 
ing.
